Soon she found her efforts 
were appreciated by Hie people, the 
children particularly, and the way was 
opened for the organization of a school 
In a little building owned bv Col. II. 
it Hill arid 
Mr. J. M. Kelly. 
Here 
for a few years the chi Id ren assem ­ 
bled, keeping various forms of order, 
from bad to Indifferent, and
